A report of the Department of Commerce shows a 


‘shrinkage of half a billion dollars in our trade bal- 
ance with Europe for the last fiscal year as com- 


pared with 1919. There is nothing disturbing in that, 


For in- 
stance, using round numbers, our exports to Great 
Britain were $2,000,000,000 and our imports $500,000,- 
000. To France our sales were $716,000,000 and our 
purchases $172,000,000. Italy bought goods of us to 


| the amount of $400,000,000 and sold us $92,000,000. 


Belgium’s account was purchases, $317,000,000, sales, 
$29,000,000. To Germany we sold $202,000,000 and 
bought $45,000,000. 

Without further details, the totals show that our 
sales to Europe for the past year were $4,645,453,898, 
Just how 
long so one-sided an exchange can continue may not 
be asserted, but it is foolish to think it can go on 
indefinitely. There were high protectionists who used 


'to think that Europe could be excluded from our 
market while we sold in unlimited quantities in the 


European market, but nobody with any economic 
standing accepted such absurdity. 

The situation today, however, is not what it was 
when the full dinner pail was a campaign slogan and 
the pauper labor of Europe the ranting orator’s stock 
in trade. Europe has to rebuild itself physically, in 
large part, in larger part politically and almost wholly 
psychologically. How vitally important it is to us 
that Europe succeeds is revealed in the Government’s 
ledgers. If Europe can’t pay for the goods she buy: 
from us, what is going to happen to American in- 
dustry, or to put it directly, what is going to happen 
to the average American’s job?

ORIGIN OF TENNIS. 


From the National Georgaphic Magazine. 

One must go back to the Greeks and Romans 
for the origin of tennis, which descended to En- 
gland by way of France, Mr. Hildebrand writes. 
In the twelfth century a game with ball and 
plaited gut was played on horseback. Then 
came ‘‘La boude,” in which the were 
abandoned. This was a ‘“‘royal game,” at least 
from the time that Louis X died after excessive 
playing had induced chills. Chaucer wrote: 
“But canstow playen racket to and fro,”’ while 
the church found it necessary to prohibit priests 
on the contineyt from spending too much time 
upon it. 

Margot was the Molla Bjurstedt of the twelfth 
century, famed especially for her backhand 
stroke. Henry VIII of England was a youthful 
devotee, while Louls XIV's heavy expense ac- 
counts show salaries paid to caretakers of his 
courts. Complaint was heard at one time that 
there were ‘‘more tennis players in Paris than 
drunkards in England.” In Shakspeare’s Henry 
V are these lines:

Tennis, like all medieval sport, was not free 
from the taint of gambling and charlatanism. 
It was charged that “certayne craftie persons 
arranged for crack Lombard players to meet 
Henry VIII."". The monarch was induced to 
make wagers with these players until, losing 
large sums,, he became suspicious and played 
only with amateurs. In one famous match the 
Emperor Maximilian was his partner, the two 
playing against the Prince of Orange and the 
Marquis of Brandenborrow. 

Few sports call into play so many muscles or 
combine mental and muscular activity to such a 
degree as tennis. Evidence that Romans soon 
forsook the Greek ideal of a sound mind ina 
sound body is found in the fact that Horace and 
Virgil could not join their patron, Maecenas, at 
tennis because of weak eyes and poor diges- 
tions. It was a truly royal game when Kings 
of France and England played it; and it typified 
the democracy of the New World when Ambas- 
sadors, generals, politicians and cowboys joined 
Roosevelt's famous “‘tennis cabinet” back of the 


White House executive offices.
